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Building Committee makes 


case for new school 
New construction can save time and money _.

WILMINGTON “ 
Representatives of the High 
School Building Committee 
began making a case for a 
new high school, versus a 
renovation of the current high 
school, at Tuesday’s third 
public forum as part of the 
feasibility study for 
Wilmington High School. 

The Building Committee 
will meet again June 13 to 
vote on the “preferred option” 
to recommend to _ the 
Massachusetts School 
Building Authority (MSBA), a 


state agency that oversees 
and supports school building 
projects across the 
Commonwealth. 

MSBA will reimburse up to 
52 percent of the high school 
project, whether renovation 
or new construction. So the 
onus is on the building com- 
mittee to study the project 
with hired experts and make 
a recommendation that 
reflects the best decision for 
the town and school district.

struction project costing an 
estimated $72 to $80 million, 
with the town’s portion con- 
servatively estimated at $40 
million. 

Town Manager Michael 
Caira presented the costs 
estimates during the forum. 
The average cost to a home- 
owner varies depending on 
the length of the term of bor- 
rowing. To pay it off in twen- 
ty years, the first year impact 
to a homeowner would be $254 
with an average yearly resi- 
dential tax impact of $184. 
For twenty-five years the first 
year impact would be $239, 
with the average yearly 
impact at $160.

YOUR GIFT TAX 
EXEMPTION 
New rules have made it easier to 

give away assets free of estate tax. 
The estate tax exemption has risen 
to $5 million (with any unused por- 
tion available to the surviving 
spouse), and the lifetime gift tax 
exclusion is up from $1 million to 
$5 million. 

We've long recommended giving 
up to $13,000 a year ($26,000 with a 
spouse) to as many kids and 
grandkids as you want, without 
owing any gift tax.

have one,” said Caira. “It will 
go through the regular 
process that the budget nor- 
mally goes through with the 
Board of Selectmen.”

Benton for her recommenda- 
tion, given her experience in 
other school districts as well 
as what she has seen in 
Wilmington. 

Benton said she would opt 
for the new construction, cit- 
ing the disruptive nature of a 
renovation to students, facul- 
ty, and staff as well as poten- 
tial for cost overruns with 
“surprises” often uncovered 
during renovation projects. 

“In the end, what do we get? 
Yes, an updated school, but 
not a school for the next fifty 
years,” said Benton, referring 
to a renovation instead of new 
construction: 

The committee had multiple 
visioning sessions on educa- 
tional programming, which 
were integrated into the pro- 
posed option 2A-15 (and yes, 
there were 14 other 2A plans 
before this one). Donald 
Walter from architectural 
firm Dore and Whittier talked 
about using “pods” or small 
learning communities, effec- 
tively clustering small and 
large classrooms together 
adjacent to science and tech- 
nology spaces, art, music, 
and more to allow for “strate- 
gic adjacencies.” 

In simple terms, rather than 
having an English 
Department, a Math 
Department, and a Science 
Department, clusters of 
rooms might be around 
STEM - Science, Technology, 
Engineering, and Math with 
language, social studies, and 
similar classrooms geared 
toward the STEM focused stu- 
dents located nearby. 

Another option might be a 
‘freshman academy, 
Relatively common in educa- 
tion today, this concept keeps 
freshmen clustered together 
as an aid to transition into a 
bigger school, offers special- 
ized programming, presenta- 
tions, and projects designed 
to heighten the freshmen 
experience and fully inte- 
grate them into the life of the 
school. 

“It really is an exciting time

to be designing schools,” said 
Walter. 

The educational program- 
ming proposes an increase in 
nearly all types of spaces in 
the building, save the gymna- 
sium, which at its current 
size, 12,050 square feet, would 
remain the same in the new 
building. 

The Auditorium would 
increase from 468 seats to 800 
seats, the library media cen- 
ter would increase from 4,838 
square feet to 5,900 square 
feet, the music space would 
increase from 2,242 square 
feet to 3,500 square feet, and 
general classrooms would 
increase from 722 square feet 
to 850 square feet. Small 
group learning and distance 
learning/ lecture space would 
be new space not currently 
available at WHS. Specialized 
small group space may 
enable the town to create pro- 
grams for special needs chil- 
dren who would otherwise be 
outplaced at great expense. 

The building Committee will 
also soon choose which 
method of environmentally 
friendly building design it 
will consider, whether Mass 
Chips or for LEED certifica- 
tion. Sustainable design can 
add up to another two reim- 
bursement points from the 
state. 

The proposed option 2A-15 
for new construction would 
also include a new softball 
and practice field, a new turf 
field, and 180 parking spaces 
on the property while offering 
an estimated project comple- 
tion date of 2014. The turf 
field will not be reimbursed at 
all by the MSBA, but is anoth- 
er upgrade more towns are 
turning to in order to enable 
greater usage of a field with- 
out destroying the surface. 

Other features of new con- 
struction would include mod- 
ern classroom layouts and 
size, a courtyard providing a 
link to nature and daylight 
into interior classrooms, a 
green roof offering unusual, 
outdoor space when desired, 
three stories tall, and much 
more. 

Most residents who chose to 

speak on the topic supported 
the concept of new construc- 
tion. :

ATLANTA, GA - Drowning 
is the second leading cause of 
unintentional death of chil- 
dren age 14 and under, taking 
the lives of nearly 900 chil- 
dren each year. Most occur in 
swimming pools, but lakes, 
rivers and oceans can also be 
dangerous. Children playing 
in smaller bodies of water, 
such as wading pools, bath- 
tubs, buckets, toilets, spas 
and hot tubs should also be 


supervised. 
Children’s Healthcare of 
Atlanta and Safe Kids 


Georgia are partnering to 
encourage parents to become 
“Water Watchers” this sum- 
mer. Although many parents 
are nearby when their chil- 
dren are in or around the 
water, most do not devote 100 
percent of their attention to 
supervising playtime. Recent 
research by Johnson & 
Johnson shows that 88 per- 
cent of children who drowned 
were under adult supervision 
and that parents are overcon- 
fident about their children’s 
safety and abilities around 
water. Because drowning can 


occur silently and in a matter 
of seconds, at least one par- 
ent or adult should always be 
a completely focused “Water 
Watcher,” dedicated to moni- 
toring children playing in the 
water. 

In addition to constant 
supervision, parents should 
also keep in mind the follow- 
ing water safety tips: 

- Practice “touch supervi- 
sion” by keeping children 
within reasonable reach at all 
times. It is especially vital to 
keep children in baby bath 
seats and rings within arm's 
reach. Because drownings 
often occur silently, “touch 
supervision” can save lives. 

- Enroll your children in 
swimming lessons around age 
4, but do not assume swim- 
ming lessons make your child 
“drownproof.” There is no 
substitute for active supervi- 
sion. 

- Tell children never to run, 


push or jump on others. 


around water. 

- Eliminate all potential 
drowning hazards such as 
empty buckets, large contain- 


ers and wading pools. Keep 
toilet lids shut and use toilet 
locks. 

- Make sure children swim 
only in designated safe areas 
of rivers, lakes and oceans. 
Outfit children in a US. 
Coast Guard-approved per- 
sonal safety device around 
oceans, rivers, lakes or when 
participating in water sports. 
“Water wings” or inflatable 
tubes do not replace life jack- 
ets. Most states require chil- 
dren under 10 to wear an 
appropriately sized flotation 
device when on a boat or per- 
sonal watercraft. 

- Keep rescue equipment, a 
telephone and emergency 
numbers by the pool. 

- Teach children to never 
dive into a river, lake, ocean 
or body of water less than 
nine feet deep. 

- Never allow children age 
14 and under to operate a per- 
sonal watercraft. 

- If you have a pool or spa, 
or if your child visits a home 
that has a pool or spa, it 
should be surrounded on all 


four sides by a fence at least

Lacrosse team saw their

FIRST CLASS” BREATHES new life into the 


group of bad mutants led by 
the — metal-manipulating 
Magneto. 

When we first meet these 
characters in the earlier 
films they are old men, with 
Professor X played by 
Patrick Stewart and 
Magneto played by Ian 
McKellen, whose complicat- 
ed stories were only hinted 
at. 

In "X-Men: First Class" 
their relationship gets cen- 
ter stage as we are taken to 
the early 1960s to learn 
these enemies were once 
allies. 

Professor X (played here 
by James McAvoy) was 
once known only as Charles 
Xavier, a brilliant, non-par- 
alyzed genetics professor, 
and Magneto (Michael 
Fassbender) was known as 
Erik Lehnsherr, an angry, 
vengeance-driven Holocaust 
survivor. 

They are thrown together 
when a group of evil 
mutants attempt to instigate 
a nuclear war in a series of 
events better known as the 
Cuban Missile Crisis. 

The evil mutants are led 
by Sebastian Shaw (Kevin 
Bacon), a seemingly age- 
less mutant who has the 
power to absorb and deflect

The movie is about the 
relationship between 
Charles and Erik as they 
assemble a team of mutants 
for the U.S. government to 
take on Shaw and his crew.

If you’ve been waiting 
anxiously for the sequel to 
the smash hit of 2009, ‘The 
Hangover; hoping it would 
be everything the first one 
was, then here’s good news - 
you got your wish. 

That’s also the bad news. 

‘The Hangover Part II’ 
can’t quite live up to its 
expectations. Don’t get me 
wrong - it’s still very funny, 
and it’s doubtful that it will 
disappoint many fans of the 
original. But that’s also its 
biggest drawback - if you’ve 
seen the first, you’ve seen 
this story before. 

The gang’s all back this 
time around: Ed Helms is 
Stu, the straight-shooting 
dentist with a wild side, 
Bradley Cooper is Phil, the 
ringleader who eggs on the 
gang into their bad boy 
antics, and Zach 
Galifianakis is Alan, every- 
one’s favorite master of ran- 
dom words and deeds, This 
time the setting isn’t Las 
Vegas but Bangkok, and it’s 
Helms who’s getting mar- 
ried, and Ken Jeong, who 
had a small but important 
role in the first film, has a 
more’ featured part here - 
which honestly make little 
sense, why the gang would 
now be hanging out with 
him when he was ‘so mean’ 
to them the first time 
around, but anyway... 

One very clever aspect of 
the first film was -the way 
the narrative was handled: 
They wake up after a wild 
night of pre-wedding party- 
ing with no memory of what 
happened, and have to piece 
together events based on 
clues. : 

The lost member this 
time is Teddy (Mason Lee), 
the 16-year-old younger 
brother to Lauren (Jamie 
Chung), Stu’s bride-to-be. 
The “Wolfpack” wakes up in 
a Bangkok hotel to find 
Alan’s head shaved bald, 
Stu’s face freshly etched 
with the same tattoo that 
Mike Tyson sports on his 
face, and Teddy is gone - 
well, at least most of him is. 

There’s no lost baby to 
carry around, but there is a 
chain-smoking monkey and 
a wordless monk in a wheel- 
chair. They’ve got until the 
next day to find Teddy to get

If it were to stand on its 
own, “The Hangover Part 
II” would be a better-than- 
average comedy. It’s loaded 
with laughs.

Jack is back, Johnny 
Depp returns to his iconic 
role of Captain Jack 
Sparrow in this all new 
adventure - but the question 
is why? 

Aside from the dollar 
signs that Disney execs 
must have been seeing at 
the box office, Sparrow’s 
story seemed to have 
wrapped up nicely at the 
end of ‘Pirates’ 3. 

But now we are given a 
fourth tael (which sets up 
another three movies), 
where Sparrow crosses 
paths with the enigmatic 
Angelica (Penélope Cruz). 
He's not sure if it's love, or 
if she's a ruthless con artist 
who's using him to find the 
fabled Fountain of Youth. 
When she forces him aboard 
the "Queen Anne's 
Revenge," the ship of the 
legendary pirate 
Blackbeard (Ian McShane), 
Jack finds himself on an 
unexpected adventure in 
which he doesn't know 
whom to fear more: 
Blackbeard or Angelica, 
with whom he shares a mys- 
terious past. 

Barbarossa (Geoffrey 
Rush) is also seeking the 
fountain, and is bent on 
avenging a wrong done him 
by Blackbeard. 

Because of this, 
"Stranger Tides" has narra- 
tive momentum, and moves 
quicker than the past couple 
of Jack Sparrow movies. 

You need a map to follow 
along with the plot, which’ 
gets. confusing. -at times. 
Part of the»movie’ is set in 
London and part of it is in 
Spain, but the Fountain of 
Youth stuff takes everyone 
somewhere that looks a lot 
like a left-over set piece 
from TV’s "Lost," and could 
be Hawaii. 

Even with these com- 
plaints, the film is worth 
seeing. Depp's Jack 
Sparrow is still a great 
comic creation. He appears 
to be having fun playing the 
character, and as long as he 
doesn’t become bored with 
the tales, the films will 
work. 

They may be looking for 
the Fountain of Youth, but 
Depp have already found it 
in this iconic character, who 
prints money for Disney 
bosses as well as he sails 
the seven seas.
